that unhappy Man (infelixLiterator) was violen 
cuted by Ca/uin and we It appears from the ries 
that Good and Learned Man, that thofe two illuftrio 
Reformers took hold of every Opportunity to cry tied 
down, and deftroy his Reputation. They calla him 
a Papift, which was a moft Unreafonable Accutse;. 
on. They faid he had tranflated the Bible ingg 
Latin at the Inftigation of the Devil, Unum 
(crimen) quod Biblia tranftulerim impulfu, inflinFugque Ba 
boli. Cogitate quam verifimiliter hoc feripferunt. When Ri. 
vers overflow, they frequently carry down feveral Pieces 
of Wood, which any Body may lawfully get and keep for 
his own Ufe. Caftalio, who was poor, and had a Wife 
and Children, got with a Harping-Iron fome Wood float 
ing upon the Rhine. When Calvinand Bezs heard of ir, 
they proclaimed every where that he had ftolen ria 
Wood belonging to his Neighbonr. ‘ Alterum (<rimen) 
“* eft, quod vicini mei ligna harpagone rapuerim, Hine 
“ cognofcite, mei clementiflimi Domini , quales fine acs 
cufatores mei. Si enim eorum accufationi credetis, o4

M % Bellefontaine complains, that our Phyficians feel 

‘I. the Pulfe of their Patients too haftily. “ The 
“ Chinefe He (fayshe) are more fuccefsful in Feelin 
‘‘ the Pulfe : Which is not to be wondered at, becaufe 
“ they generally beftow an Hour upon it; during which 
“ Time the Mafs of the Blood goes feveral times through 
“ the Vencricles of the Heart: And therefore, after fuch 
“ a long Obfervation, they are able to judge of the Con. 
“ ftirution of the whole Mafs. But our Phyficians take 
“4 different Courfe ; and I think they are to blame for 
“ not beftowing all the Time that is neceflary. When 
‘* they have obferved fome Beatings of the Pulfe, they 
‘* immediately give over , and fancy they know the Con- 

fiftence of Ri whole Mafs of the Blood ; wherein 
“ they are miftaken. For it may happen, that che Parti- 
“ eclesof Blood that follow immediately, will have ano- 
“ ther Confiftence , and be differently mixed. Befides, 
“ an extraneous Ferment, coming from the Conduits of 
“ the folid Parts, may get into the Blood, which never- 
 thelefs remains found, till thofe Heterogeneous Parti- 
“ cles are conveyed into the Heart, where they caufea 
Fermentation inthe whole Mafs.. And therefore the 
‘* Pulfe muft needs have different Beatings, and be fome- 
** times ftronger or weaker, quicker or flower. 

The Author fays, That if Two of thofe Animalcula, or 
Worms, that are in a Man, get into a Woman's Egg, there 
will arife from it a Monftrous Produétion, like that which 
he faw at Mofcow in the Year 1701. at the Houfe of M. Ba- 
filPofuikof, who has been employed by his Czarian Majetty 
in feveral Embaffies and Negotiations. That Monfter liv’d 
but few Hours. [t had fourArms and four Legs, and but 
one Head ; but the Neck was a little bent to the right Side, 
and there was a kind of a Neck without aHead on the lefc 
Side a little above the Clavicula. I believe, fays M. Bedefon- 
taine, that thofe two Necks ftuck one to another, whilft che 
two Bodies grew up ; and that one of them had no Head, 
becaufe that Part could not grow for want of Nourifhment. 
The Author diffegted che Breaft and the Abdomen of that 
Monfter, and found the Parts quite otherwife than they

found every thing difpofed according to Nature. Thae 
Monfter was put into Brandy , to be preferved. by Peter 
Pofnikof, Do&tor of Phyfick, Eldeft Son to the Gentleman 
above-mention’d, 

The Author has inferted in his Book fome Obfervariz 
ons, which he made in the Year 1705. at Bandar-Abafi, itt 
the Perfisn Gulph. 1, All the Time that he was there 
viz. from the Beginning of pri! to the End of Auguft; 
he obferved no other Difeafes but Malignant Fevers attends 
ed with Paroxyfms. 2. The Fever did generally redouble 
every day ; but in fome Perfons, only once in two Days 
3. During all that time, every body died after the Third 
Paroxy{m, unlefs that Paroxyim, or the Second,was atrend. 
ed with a Sweat. 4, When the Sweat was very plentiful 
in the firft Paroxyfm, the Second was not fo violenr, bur 
the Sweat increafed ; and when the Sweat came out in 
the Second Paroxyf{m , the Third was alfo lefs violent 
and the Sweat more plentiful. The Author fays, Thae 
feveral Perfons , who feem’d to have a very ftrong Cot» 
ftitution, died in the firft Paroxyim. Thote Fevers rage 
violently at Bandar- Abafi, when the Wind blows from the 
Mountains of Gammeron : TheAir is then as hot as if it came 
out of aburning Furnace. When thatWind blows a long 
time, there is fo great a Mortality that a dead Body might 
be found almoft in every Houfe. The Author believes 
that were it not for an oppofite Wind, which rifes lames 
times on the other fide of the Gulph, every Body would 
die inthat Town. When the Sweat comes out in the 
firft or fecond Paroxy{m, it lafts for {ome Days, provided 
the fick Perfon obferves a good Regimen. There is hard- 
ly any other Excretion, that can cure the Difeafe, 
But if a good Regimen is not or cannot be carefully ob. 
ferved, (as it frequently happens, ) the Paronyfms return 
upon the fick Perfon, and prove as bad or more dangerous 
than Oey were at firft.. It happens fometimes that the fick 
Perfon falls intoa Confumption. At other times the Hu- 
mours occafion feveral Obftructions in the mufculous 
Parts of the Buttocks, and Thighs, and in the Calf of the 
Legs, where they form Impoftumations, The fame Hu- 
pe) occafion alfoa ave of Swelling all over the Skin,
